“Real” Cuts Recommended 


W arning that proposed government spending of 
$73.5 billion (including the federal highway program) 
carries both an inflation potential and jeopardy to our 
country's continued economic growth, the National A s­ 
sociation of Manufacturers has 
recommended some 
"re a l'' reductions. 


These would total $8.2 billion, including reduc­ 
tions of $4.1 billion in civilian spending, $2.2 billion 
in foreign aid, and $1.9 billion in military spending. 
The big cut in civilian spending can be accomplished, 
the N A M asserts, by holding certain programs down 
to 1956 or '5 7 spending levels, 
avoiding new pro­ 
grams, and by completely eliminating certain programs 
which have been set up in the 1957 proposals. 


The N A M also calls upon President Eisenhower to 
take "firm leadership in the implementation of budget 
reductions." 
The cuts which it recommends might 
well be a start.

ANOTHER REDUCTION in the

They work­ 
ed one month clearing off town 
lots, and then entered into a con­ 
tract with a man to make a crop 
on shares. They had no plows or 
team, and had to plant com with 
a hoe. The man Rutinger was 
still living in 1898, and was the 
oldest man in Medina County, 
being 92 years of age. On one 
occasion, s e v e n t y-three Com­ 
anche Indians rode 
into town. 
They did not attempt to molest 
anyone b u t t o o k Mr. 
Rutin- 
ger’s horse and anything else they 
took a fancy to. At this time the 
colonists only had meat and water 
to subsist upon. One of the In­ 
dians came and sat down beside 
Mr. Weynand, and sa;d he was 
a Mexican, on account of the 
big wide hat he wore. The Com- 
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anches were then at war witi 
uie Mexicans. 
Not being successful in makmc 


any money farming, these two 
primitive tillers of the soil went 
back to Castroville to get w o c k 
Ruunger finally went to San An 
tonio and worked for 
a 
man 
named Reese. 
By this time the war was going 
on net ween the United States and 
Mexico, anil Mr. Weynand ennst 
ed in me American army at San 
An mn to. His command was the 
Twelfth infantry, 
Company 
E, 
Captain Welsh. 
The 
lieutenant 
was a splendid man. The regi­ 
ment was commanded by Colonel 
Bouham. 
The lieuienant-colonei 
was named Seymore. 
On June 2, 1847, the command 
started to New Orleans, and from 
that place embarked 
for 
Vera 
Cruz. At the latter place the regi­ 
ment was kept for quite a while, 
and the men drilled and practic­ 
ed firing. Here also many ot the 
men were taken sick, and only 
forty out of eighty of Welchs 
men were fit for duty. General 
Scott was moving towards 
the 
City of Mexico, and 200 of the 
troop at V e r a 
Cruz 
w e r e 
ordered to follow in his rear as 
a rear guard. Mr. Weynand was 
with this guard, and says they 
suffered a 
great 
deal 
on 
the 
route. Besides having to fight al­ 
most daily with scattered bands 
of Mexican troops, rations were 
short, and the men had to sub­ 
sist on crackers 
and 
berries. 
They finally 
turned and went 
back to Vera Cruz. Here they

4,000 American 
troops under General 
Love, 
a 
very young man, Mr. Weynand 
said.

In this running fight 
out of town Colonel Walker was

After the battle many of the 
soldiers went into the saloons and 
became so badly intoxicated an 
scattered about town that sonv 
were left when the army moved 
The Mexicans captured these and 
kept them four months.
